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WHERE STAND THE ACETONEMIA PROBLEM 


DONALD JASPER, D.V.M., D., Division Veterinary Medicine 
University California, Davis, California 


résumé talk given before the Sacra- 
mento Valley Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion, June 25, 1948. 

The terms “acetonemia” and “ketosis” im- 
ply accumulation ketone bodies ace- 
tone bodies the blood stream. Aceto-acetic 
acid and B-hydroxybutyric acid, partial oxi- 
dation products fatty acid metabolism, 
and acetone, derived from aceto-acetic acid 
the loss are the three constituents 
which pile the blood. unanimously 
agreed that the ketone bodies originate almost 
entirely within the liver, and that fat the 
chief substrate from which they are formed. 

Why then they accumulate large 
amounts? has been noted that this occurs 
when the liver depleted glycogen. This 
indicated some that glucose, glycogen, 
some other form carbohydrate was neces- 
sary for the complete oxidation fat. The 
oft-repeated statement, “Fats burn only 
the flame carbohydrates,” popular ex- 
pression this theory. 

More recently was suggested and proved 
beyond any doubt that the oxidation fat 
varied inversely the ability carbohy- 
drate sources supply the energy demands. 
This led the belief that carbohydrate pre- 
vented the ketone bodies 
the blood, not hastening their oxidation, 
but decreasing their formation. 

Actually now believed that both the- 
ories are right part. one will deny that 
anti-ketogenic. But recent 
developments indicate that certain amount 
carbohydrate necessary for the com- 
pletion normal fatty acid oxidation pro- 


Fat Metabolism 


Fats are made glycerol and fatty 
acids. The glycerol fraction readily con- 
verted glycogen. Fatty acids are broken 
down alternate carbon atoms form two- 
carbon molecules “acetates.” the “ace- 
tates” are not removed rather quickly from 
the blood stream oxidation reconver- 
sion, pairs them combine form the four- 
carbon ketone bodies. 

Oddly enough, glucose may also broken 
down into “acetate” molecules and the “ace- 
tate” from both carbohydrate and fat may 
form glycogen. Until recently could study 
only changes amount substance pres- 
ent. use isotopes and labeled atoms, 
can now study the change replacement 
amount present. Using isotope technic has 
been shown that “acetate” from fat can re- 
place carbohydrate but cannot increase the 


amount present the organism because the 
process which utilized requires the 
presence carbohydrate Therefore, 
fatty acids and their “acetates” not in- 
crease glycogen stores. Much awaits further 
investigation and ketosis cannot well un- 
derstood until know more about the inter- 
mediary metabolism fats, carbohydrate, 
and possibly protein well. 


Hypoglycemia 

The normal blood sugar cattle be- 
tween and mgm. per cent. During 
ketosis usually the 20’s low 30’s and 
quite often between and mgm. per 
cent. The relative importance ketonemia 
and hypoglycemia the production clini- 
cal symptoms has not been established. Aceto- 
acetic acid and acetone have been found 
toxic small experimental animals. 
B-hydroxybutyric acid can utilized 
some extent the tissues. Some feel that 
toxic effects these substances are partially 
responsible for clinical manifestations 
ketosis. Others are the opinion that hypo- 
glycemia more importance. far 
know, nerve cells can utilize only carbo- 
hydrate for energy purposes and when the 
source carbohydrate depleted, nervous 
symptoms occur. Depressed deranged con- 
sciousness and incoordination paralysis 
could expected then natural results 
hypoglycemia. 

effort demonstrate the effects 
prolonged hypoglycemia cows, Jasper and 
maintained the blood sugar very 
low levels for rather long periods, using 
protamine insulin. these experiments 
was shown that cows are susceptible hypo- 
glycemia and will into hypoglycemic 
crisis after thirty-some hours continuous 
hypoglycemia. However, may take several 
hours low blood sugar before symptoms 
occur. Moreover, was demonstrated one 
case that very transitory rise blood sugar 
may sufficient abate symptoms for 
continued long period hypoglycemia. 

This entirely different from what occurs 
human beings and the usual laboratory 
animals. Ordinarily when the blood sugar 
drops below certain critical level hypo- 
glycemic shock crisis occurs immediately. 
There impressive time lag. But here 
would seem that must consider some- 
thing new neurometabolism. Apparently 
the bovine can store energy-producing sub-

Pathologic Changes 


Several have established 
markedly fatty and friable liver, fatty changes 
portions the kidneys, and fatty adrenal 
cortex characteristic post mortem findings 
pregnancy disease sheep. The same 
changes, sometimes equal severity were 
also found apparently normal ewes before 
parturition. Similar changes have been dem-

Studies were recently determine 
what happens the liver cows during 
pregnancy and early lactation. Livers from 
4,621 cows advanced pregnancy (estimated 
within weeks parturition) were exam- 
ined grossly and this number 44.6 per cent 
were fatty. contrast only 0.52 per cent 
livers from 4,951 cattle not advanced preg- 
nancy were classified being fatty. His- 
tologic examination 377 representative 
specimens indicated that the gross classifica- 
tion was quite accurate indicating the 
presence fatty metamorphosis. 


means liver biopsies several animals 
were followed through gestation and early 
lactation. tendency for fat occur the 
livers apparently normal cows prior 
parturition was demonstrated and even 
greater number had fat appear during the 
first three weeks lactation. expected, 
inverse relationship existed between fat 
and glycogen the liver. 


These findings demonstrate definite ten- 
dency toward ketosis the cow during late 
gestation and early lactation. best the 
liver can supply only enough glycogen 
supply body needs for about six hours. 
have liver depleted glycogen and 
loaded with fat, the extra energy often 
needed this period physiologic stress 
must then supplied the oxidation fat. 
When this process carried too far, ketosis 
develops. 


Prevention 
Clinical “pregnancy can pro- 
duced experimentally ewes reducing 
the calorie intake during the latter part 
gestation and other Consider- 
able success has been achieved the pre- 
vention ketosis ewes insuring ade- 
quate diet and ample carbohydrate intake 
during the last half pregnancy. Exercise 
also important, possibly because insures 

good appetite. 
Experimental production the clinical 
disease cattle not satisfactory. Meas- 
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ured blood sugar and ketone levels, 
possible produce ketosis cattle during 
early lactation and some extent prior 
The ketosis thus produced 
does not appear completely iden- 
tical that which see the field that 
the subject tends recover too quickly fol- 
lowing access normal ration. Likewise, 
method management has proved itself 
perfect for the prevention the disease 
cattle. Feeding molasses other readily 
available carbohydrate plus well-balanced 
ration during late gestation and early lacta- 
tion are certainly logical procedures but they 
not always prevent the disease. 

Green pasture frequently the answer 
problem herds and the incidence generally 
less pastured animals than stable-fed 
animals. Yet many herds have great deal 
trouble even though they are excellent 
pasture. 

The narrow range time during which 
changes associated with ketosis can re- 
produced suggests basic change inter- 
mediary metabolism making the ewe cow 
more susceptible inadequate carbohy- 
drate intake. The fundamental reason behind 
all this eludes for the time being. 


Diagnosis 


The nitroprusside test has become popu- 
lar and valuable aid the diagnosis ke- 
tosis. should remembered, however, that 
many apparently normal cows frequently 
give positive nitroprusside test with un- 
diluted urine. must then very careful 
not make diagnosis ketosis this 
basis alone. Milk fever, metritis, foreign 
body, peritonitis, mastitis, change feed, and 
other conditions are common this time 
and must not over-looked. Glucose may 
treatments such cases for fat is, course, 
being catabolized too fast rate. 

Two modifications the nitroprusside test 
have been introduced which feel are helpful 
distinguishing between true, severe, 
primary ketosis, and mild secondary 
ketosis which frequently accompanies other

CATS ARE SATISFACTORY PATIENTS 
General Anesthesia the Cat 
EUGENE JONES, D.V.M., and MISS JERRY GRIMM 


Before the addition the barbiturates 
our available anesthetics cats, ether 
ACE (alcohol, chloroform, and ether) were 
used almost exclusively anes- 
thetic and with varied results depending 
upon the practitioner’s care and knowledge 
the administration. Pentobarbital sodium 
and Pentothal sodium are now used with very 
gratifying results, the mortality being less 
than one per cent. 


giving general anesthetic, there are 
several vital precautions that seem necessary 
successful anesthesia. 


sure that the cat has fasted for 
least twelve hours. 


Allow the patient relax for few 
hours, sometimes overnight the hospital 
before administration. 


not attempt anesthetize cat which 
has been struggling violently and partially 
exhausted. 


Use ether and good anesthetist 
senile, emaciated, and weak cats. 


Keep patient warm and under close ob- 
servation until shows positive symptoms 
recovering from the anesthetic. 


the past, was the policy either tie 
cat table, roll rug towels and 
apply sponge piece cotton saturated 
with ether the nose. Holding the patient 
the best our ability until the struggle 
ceased. some cases, much our regret, 
would find that would struggle more 
this world. 

box two feet long, one foot wide, and 
one foot deep, with hinged top which 
glass window four inches eight inches 
constructed, has been most satisfactory ad- 
ministering ether. The box made practi- 
cally airtight and the lid held closed 
hook and eye. Before placing the cat 
the box, piece cotton well saturated with 
ether introduced the box for least ten 
minutes, the lid being kept closed until the 
cat admitted. necessary, carry the box 
into the ward and gently place the cat the 
box and close the lid. The cat will usually 
start excessive secretion saliva, raise its 
head, and probably move around bit. 
few minutes, the nose will remain the 
floor and moving the box, there 
active motion the cat. Immediately remove 
the patient the operating table allowing 
have few inspirations air, and proceed 
use cone ether bag continue the 
anesthetic. 

using ether not crowd the anes- 
thetic, and watch for weak shallow 
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respirations and cyanotic ears danger sig- 
nals. better allow the cat regain 
partial consciousness during the operation 
than not all. 


Operations which require anesthesia for 
long ten minutes, pentobarbital sodium 
the anesthetic most preferable nearly all 
cases. best given intravenously into the 
radial vein very slowly. Our procedure 
place the cat table room free from 
noises possible. attendant scratches its 
ears, and quickly with sharp electric clippers 
or, the cat too nervous, with scissors, clip 
off the hair the anterior and proximal area 
the radius. The attendant applies pressure 
the vein with the thumb, and the area 
cleansed with alcohol. syringe filled, 
and gauge needle attached. The needle 
inserted into the vein, and the pentobar- 
bital given approximately one quarter 
rapidly, and then continued until pinch- 
ing the toes the posterior limbs there 
response. 


Pentothal sodium useful castration, 
tooth extractions, debridement wounds, 
and any operations short duration. The 
advantage pentothal sodium that the 
patient recovers consciousness much 
shorter time than with pentobarbital sodium 
and the threshold safety wider. 


giving pentothal sodium, our procedure 
the same with pentobarbital sodium 
except that allow the needle remain 
the vein and the pentothal given slowly 
when necessary keep the cat anesthetized. 
does not seem necessary weigh cat 
when giving anesthetics intravenously, but 
must administered slowly and the patient’s 
reactions must watched. Some require 
smaller amount than commonly prescribed. 


desirable give pentobarbital sodium 
intraperitoneally, the cat must weighed 
and safer give little less than the 
prescribed amount per pound body weight. 
practically anesthetized cat, will produce the 
desired results. 


The threshold between complete anesthesia 
and death not too wide, and better 
give too little rather than too much. Respira- 
tory stimulants such metrazol, amfetasul, 
ect., are effective some cases, but they are 
far from being panacea. long the heart 
functioning, continue artificial respiration 
and stimulants. 


little care and thought are used adminis- 
tering anesthetics.

AVMA Convention 
SAN FRANCISCO, AUGUST 16-19, 1948 


Due the fact that Dr. Arburua, 
California delegate the House Repre- 
sentatives the American Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association, was also General Chairman 
the Committee Local Arrangements for 
the Eighty-fifth Convention the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, and was 
busy discharging the duties that commit- 
tee, befell lot alternate delegate 
represent the California State Veterinary Med- 
ical Association the meetings the House 
Representatives San Francisco, Au- 
gust and 17, 1948. 

order that the California State Veterinary 
Medical Association officially represented, 
meeting the Executive Board was held 
the Palace Hotel Sunday evening, August 
15, 1948, give the delegate instructions 
the proposals considered. The proposed 
changes were discussed freely and the dele- 
gate was instructed vote favorably pro- 
posals numbers and and disapprove 
the other four propositions. 

The proposed changes order listed are 
follows (for details see July, 1948, AVMA 
Journal, page 90): 

Makes membership the AVMA con- 
tingent upon membership the constituent 
state provincial associaton, and applies 
future new members only. 

Increases AVMA dues $10.00 per year, 
and prorates dues for each month the year, 
plus $5.00 initiation fee. 

Increases tenure delegates the House 
Representatives from two-year term 
four-year term, and provides for the AVMA 
pay one-half the travel expense the 
delegate the AVMA meeting. 

Provides for the president-elect pre- 
side meetings the House Representa- 
tives, and therefore relieves the president 
this duty. 

Amends the Code Ethics, paragraph 
and sets forth unethical features mem- 
bers lending approval unqualified persons 
groups connection with the veterinary 
profession. 

Condemns the diagnosing handling 
animal diseases pharmacists, unless 
also qualified veterinarian. 

Changes the name the Section 
Sanitary Science and Food Hygiene the 
designation “Public Health,” being the feel- 
ing the present chairman that section 
that the old name was not sufficiently in- 
clusive. 


The first meeting the House Repre- 
sentatives was held Monday morning, Au- 
gust 16, and after the usual opening remarks 
the chairman, Dr. Hagan, president 


the AVMA and the reading the minutes 
the meeting held Cincinnati last year, 
the seven proposed changes above listed were 
read, discussed and acted upon. All changes 
were approved the House Representa- 
tives, having been acted upon previously 
the Executive Board.

Invitations for the 1950 meeting were re- 
ceived from Miami Beach, Florida, and also 
from Miami, Florida, two cities only few 
miles apart, but with keen rivalry appeal 
attract the convention.

ERRINGTON, D.V.M., Arcadia, Calif. 


Most the mares that develop uterine in- 
fection farms with veterinary supervision

the newer drugs, tyrothricin and the 
sulfas seem have given the best results 
when used locally. experience with the 
local use penicillin metritis has not been 
encouraging. 


Metritis 


Douching mares for acute metritis usually 
prolongs the infection and may lead chron- 
icity. Most cases chronic metritis mares 
are very difficult cure. Frequently they ap- 
pear have recovered, and cultures may 
negative, but the infection flares they 
are bred few times without conceiving. 
Just the process going through several 
heat periods and being bred seems bring 
late the breeding season before breeding 
such mares with hope getting them 
foal one two covers. 


Wind-Sucking 


considerable number mares have 
atrophic muscles the vulva from congeni- 
tal causes from age and previous parturi- 
tions. The vulva relaxed and allows air 
drawn into the vagina. The air and foreign 
material that thus gain entrance lead irri- 
tation and eventually infection. 

Suturing the upper part the vulva 
these mares (Caslick opera- 
tion) has been one the most successful op- 
erations developed recent years. has 
been successful that there now ten- 
dency when not indicated. 

Diagnosis wind-sucking can made 
the noise they make when they move, 
examination and palpation the vulva lips. 
Examination the vagina will show evidence 
irritation infection they have been 
affected for any length time. 

Vulvas should not sutured unless 
definitely indicated, reinforcing suture 
usually needed the time breeding 
prevent tearing, and stitches must cut out 
before foaling and replaced afterwards. Own- 
ers sometimes neglect carry out either 
these procedures, with the result that the 
vulva tears manner difficult correct. 

mare develops wind-sucking during 
the breeding season usual suture im- 
mediately after cover. There will heal- 
ing time for rebreeding conception does 
not occur that service. 


*This the second series Dr. Errington.

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Frequently mares suck wind only when the 
vulva relaxed during estrus. Enough irri- 
tation infection may develop during that 
time cause difficulty getting them 
foal, cause prolonged symptoms 
estrus. These mares can often treated 
satisfactorily temporarily closing the upper 
part the vulva with metal clamps until 
they out heat. The clamps 
removed.

Virus Abortion 


Virus abortion has been diagnosed sev- 
eral farms California during 1947. This 
disease was definitely diagnosed Kentucky 
only recent years but had probably been 
present there for many years (W. Dimock 
and Edwards, Cornell Veterinarian 26, 
1936). 

The disease very contagious other 
pregnant mares the time abortion, al- 
though strict isolation has usually been 
confined those mares that were direct 
contact with the positive mare the time 
abortion. 

Little known how the disease car- 
ried over from year year. one farm 
here this year the disease first appeared two 
mares that had recently been shipped from 
Kentucky. They aborted succeeding days. 
other instances none the mares could 
shown have had contact with the dis- 
ease the previous year. does not seem 
carry over farm from one year an- 
other. 


Diagnosis 

Abortions from this disease usually occur 
after the eighth month gestation, and 
has been diagnosed foals that died after 
they were few days old. 

Gross lesions found the fetus consist 
icteric discoloration the foot pads and 
the tissue within the abdominal cavity; 
increased amount fluid the thoracic 
cavity; small white degenerated areas the 
liver; congested mesenteric lymph 
and hemorrhages, usually petechial, the 
surface the heart and lungs. 

Further evidence indicating virus abortion 
would negative cultures made from the 
fetus and negative complement fixation test 
the blood the mare for Salmonella abor- 
tivoequina. Definite diagnoses can made 
finding intranuclear inclusion bodies sec- 
tions from the liver and lungs.

Blood serum, plasma, and whole blood from

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HIGHLIGHTS FROM DR. 
ADDRESS 


Eighty-fifth Annual Meeting the American 
Veterinary Medical Association Held 
San Francisco, California, August 
16-19, 1948. 


Dr. Hagan’s comprehensive address 
touched the important inventions which 
have been made during his life and pointed 
out that the twentieth century has seen more 
technical progress than the thousand years 
preceding it, save possibly for the first decade 
the nineteenth century when steam power 
ushered the industrial age. This rapid 
progress has naturally brought about need 
for modernizing continually the educational 
programs for veterinarians. has increased 
the need for experienced, well-educated 
teachers bring home students the latest 
modern experience. Dr. Hagan deplored 
the fact that many the new veterinary 
schools have found necessary place young 
inexperienced men important teaching 
positions because they have not been able 
find qualified men for their faculities. This 
has come about through the rapid increase 
the number schools and the lack 
sufficient qualified personnel man them. 
The increase the number schools 
normal and healthy development, but unfor- 
tunately the increase has occurred too rapidly 
for the profession able supply the 
proper personnel man them. During the 
last three years, five additional schools have 
been formed and two more will begin operat- 
ing this fall. Dr. Hagan stated, “In opin- 
ion, they are not acting the best interests 
their state the country urging the 
formation schools that cannot ade- 
quately staffed under present conditions.” 
was referring the activities additional 
states for the formation even more schools 
than have the present time. notable 
piece advice given the student, vet- 
erinary education not liberal one; 
narrow specialized one. veterinarians are 
hold their own with other educated peo- 
ple, they need know something history, 
economics, government, psychology, and 
other subjects included among the human- 
ities. Prospective veterinary students should 
not advised load their pre-veterinary 
years with sciences only, many have 
tendency under the mistaken idea that 
this best since doing they can demon- 
strate admitting authorities their ability 
well scientific studies. Such students 
sacrifice their only chance for broadening 
their educational base.”

The lofty ideals and mutual moral obliga- 
tions that the fathers our profession held 
the formative days organized veterinary 
medicine, this State, are clearly brought 
out the code ethics the newly organized 
California Veterinary Medical Association 
adopted its second regular meeting 
June 1888.

Code Ethics 


Section member shall assume title 
which has not past claim. 

Section II. When member called

Section VI. When diversity opinion ex- 
ists, may proper refer the case 
several veterinarians good standing, 
court medical, but most cases, mutual con- 
cession should render this unnecessary.

recorded evidence the third regular 
meeting the Association, which was held 
September 1888 has come light. 

The first annual meeting was held the 
editorial room Breeder and Sportsman, 
San Francisco, December 13, 1888. new 
set officers were chosen the persons 
Thomas Maclay, President, Morri- 
son, Vice-president, McCollum, Secre- 
tary, and Woodruff, Treasurer. The 
first three were twice reelected their re- 
spective offices, thus serving the Association 
for three years. 1891 Maclay declined re- 
election president. 

The first move toward enacting legislation 
regulating the practice veterinary medicine 
California was started this meeting. 
committee composed Drs. Bowhill, McCof- 
lum and Klench was appointed prepare 
bill presented the State Legislature. 
Thus started the long hard uphill drive for 
official recognition, but was easy task 
and several years were pass before prac- 
tice act was enacted. 

The meeting was attended eleven mem- 
bers, and four new applicants were admitted. 
The members attendance were Drs. Bow- 
hill, Maclay, McCollum, Orvis, 
Spencer, Nief, Woodruff, Klench, Parent and 
Morrison. Cesare Masoero and Wood- 
ruff, both San Francisco, must have been 
elected membership during the previous 
September meeting since their names not 
appear accounts the earlier meetings. 

The veterinarians admitted membership 
were Cowper and Oliver Los Angeles, 
William Rowland Pasadena and William 
Egan San Francisco. There being 
record the previous September meeting 
not known just how many members had 
been admitted that time, but are cer- 
tain that with those newly admitted there 
were least seventeen members the Asso- 
ciation the beginning the second year.

Microscopic examination: The majority 
Hotis samples will free streptococci 
staphylococci. However, either these organ- 
isms may times found the smear. 
the case the streptococci, the majority will 
contaminants accidental udder invaders 
coming from the environment and commonly 
are not found subsequent test. However, 
infrequently such samples represent very mild 
early infections with Streptococcus agalac- 
tiae. Therefore, Hotis samples containing 
streptococci should regarded mastitis 
suspect and the animal subjected further 
test. Hotis samples containing staphylococci 
may regarded mastitis negative unless 
associated with abnormal leucocyte count. 
the latter case they should classified 
positive for pathogenic staphylococci. Hotis 
samples free demonstrable bacteria, but 
containing high leucocyte count not associ- 
ated with the drying off period, should re- 
garded mastitis suspect and the cow sub- 
jected further test. 


Hotis 


The following changes may occur singly 
combination: 

Yellowish, greenish, 
ring below cream layer. 


Yellow fluid sediment the bot- 
tom which disappears upon gently invert- 
ing the vial several times. 


Yellow green sediment adhering 
the angle formed the juncture the 
bottom and sidewall the vial. 

Greenish-yellow brownish-yellow 
adherent sediment usually covering the 
bottom the vial.

Microscopic examination: The true signifi- 
cance the changes listed under Hotis can 
only ascertained microscopic study 
stained smears. When streptococci are found 
the majority will not Streptococcus agalac- 
tiae. Occasionally, early mild cases 
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Streptococcus agalactiae infections produce 
only Hotis type reaction. Therefore, 
samples classified Hotis II, and containing 
streptococci, should classified mastitis 
suspect. Hotis samples, showing staphylo- 
cocci, should called positive for staphylo- 
cocci concomitant increase leucocytes 
observed. 


Hotis II+ 
Experience has shown that pathogenic 
staphylococci may produce 


changes the Hotis sample, some which 
are listed under the Hotis classification; but 
since similar changes may also induced 
other types bacteria, the changes listed 
Hotis cannot taken presumptive evi- 
dence staphylococci. However, there are 
certain other alterations which occur the 
Hotis sample which are strongly presumptive 
indicative the presence pathogenic 
staphylococci. These have been segregated 
into the Hotis II+ classification and are 
follows: 


Green brown colonies with white 
centers adhering the bottom and/or 
sides vial. 


Brown green sediments with many 
pinpoint white colony centers adhering 
the bottom the vial and frequently ex- 
tending variable distance the side- 
wall. 


Sample partially digested resulting 
separation into whey-like fluid and 
solid material, the latter which has 
tendency form cylindrical, plug-

like brownish mass. When the sample 
viewed from the bottom, reddish-brown 
central mass observed which often 
surrounded ring crescent clear 
fluid (whey). 


Microscopic examination Hotis II+ sam- 
ples usually without fail reveals the presence 
staphylococci. However, the number may 
vary from few clumps which are difficult 
find exceedingly numerous clumps or- 
ganisms. The leucocyte picture varies sim- 
ilarly. 


Hotis III. 


Yellow adherent sediment the bottom, 
portion which may wash away inverting 
the vial but the major portion remains. The 
Hotis III reaction differs from the Hotis 
reaction that there are yellow colonies 
the sidewall the vial. The Hotis III re- 
action frequently produced streptococci 
and high per cent more such 
samples have been shown contain Strepto- 
coccus agalactiae. 


Microscopic examination: Hotis III samples 
containing streptococci are classified 
mastitis positive. Hotis III samples contain- 
ing staphylococci are classified positive for 
staphylococci. 


Hotis III 


Small, yellow, discrete colonies adhering 
the bottom the vial. These changes are typi- 
cal early mild infections with Strepto- 
coccus agalactiae. (Occasionally samples are 
observed with distinct yellow colonies the 
bottom which wash off, one more yellow 
colonies adhere the angle formed junc- 
ture the bottom and sidewall. Such samples 
are classified Hotis II.) 


Microscopic examination: Hotis III reac- 
tions actually due Streptococcus agalactiae 
may show only widely scattered organisms 
because the scarcity streptococci. rare 
instance staphylococci are found the only 
organisms Hotis III+ reactions. Hotis 
III reactions containing streptococci are 
classified mastitis positive. 


Hotis IV. 


This the typical reaction produced 
Streptococcus agalactiae milk from well 
established infections. Yellow adherent col- 
onies the sidewall associated with either 
yellow adherent sediment colonies the 
bottom the vial. The number yellow col- 
onies may vary from one many. The color 
the column milk may range from bluish- 
gray yellow depending the degree 
acid production. Occasionally the yellow col- 
onies the sidewall are large and wash off 
easily. Ninety-six per cent milk samples 
classified Hotis have been found con- 
tain Streptococcus agalactiae. The Hotis 
reaction classified mastitis positive. 


Microscopic examination: This not neces- 


-sary the case Hotis reactions for 


nearly all will contain readily demonstrable 
streptococci. Infrequently typical Hotis 
sample will fail reveal streptococci 
smears made the routine way. demon- 
strate the organism such samples, decant 
the fluid and prepare the smear from the 
material adhering the bottom sidewall. 
Leucocytes will found vary from few 
innumerable. 


Additional Information—1. Samples which 
consist entirely purulent exudate usually 
will not show any alteration during incubation 
which will permit differential diagnosis. 
This because the sample consists entirely 
pathological exudate and, therefore, not 
suitable for the Hotis test. Unfortunately; 
microscopic examination also often fails re- 
veal the causative agent. Adding small 
amount such purulent exudate milk 
from negative quarter will often provide 
the proper conditions for the development 
differential reaction the Hotis test. 


Hotis samples that are yellow and com- 
pletely coagulated are classified posi- 
tive for mastitis only when microscopic 
examination reveals typical streptococci. Fre- 


quently, however, such samples reveal 
profusion tiny diplicocci. These are con- 
taminent. 


Coliform organisms produce the Hotis 
sample various shades green yellow and 
upon inverting the vial several times gas 
released the form tiny bubbles which 
rush upward. Ordinarily, reaction this 
type suggests faulty sampling, but occasionally 
coliform organisms actually become resident 
the udder and may cause both acute and 
chronic mastitis. Cases coliform mastitis 
should diagnosed when gas found the 
Hotis sample and when upon microscopic ex- 
amination leucocytes are found 
rod-like organisms are the only bacteria 
encountered.

Stripping Incomplete allking Stripping 


There prevalent misconception that peni- 
cillin is the drug of choice for the treatment of 
all forms of mastitis. This has led to the promis- 
cuous use and consequently to failures in those 
cases of mastitis caused by bacterial agents for 
which penicillin has specificity. Because 
this, penicillin has come in for considerable un- 
warranted condemnation. This is indeed unfor- 
tunate, for penicillin is a specific for the treat- 
ment of chronic mastitis caused by Strepto- 
coccus agalectiae; if used property. penicillin is 
moderately effective against Staphylococcus 
aureus infections; and, it has little or no value 
for the treatment of mastitis caused by Gram- 
negative bacteria. 

We have encountered cases of both acute and 
chronic mastitis in which coliform organisms, 
Pseudomonas aeruginosa, or Corynebacterium 
pyogenes were responsible. These pathogens are 
not affected by penicillin and, therefore, its use 
in mastitis caused by them is not indicated. 
Mastitis caused by the coliform-group of organ- 
isms usually responds to streptomycin; 0.5 gram 
dissolved sterile, pyrogen-free, dis- 
tilled water and infuse into the affected quarter 
every 12 hours over a four-day period. Cases of 
mastitis caused by Pseudomonas aeruginosa or 
Corynebacterium pyogenes have not responded to 
intramammary therapy with any of the therapeu- 
tic agents available to date. 

Twelve years of research in bovine mastitis has 
provided ample evidence that differential diag- 
nosis is a prerequisite for rational therapy of 
this disease complex. These studies have also 
shown that permanent improvement in the mam- 
mary gland cannot be anticipated unless com- 
plete removal of the pathogenic organisms in 
question is obtained. From time to time new 
drugs have been placed on the market and ex- 
travagant claims have been made concerning 
their therapeutic potentialities. In the specific 
case mastitis, drugs which were incapable 
completely removing the pathogenic organisms 
from the udder did not remain in vogue long 
after being subjected to critical test. 

Up to the present, we ‘have no data which 
would suggest that differential diagnosis may 
be neglected or that permanent benefit can be 
derived from the use of drugs which fail to re- 
move the specific infectious agent from the mam- 
mary gland.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE 
Name 


This association shall be incorporated and known 
as the California State Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion and shall remain a nonprofit organization in 
fact. 


ARTICLE II 

Objectives 
The purpose of this association shall be to pro- 
mote veterinary science; to propagate a fraternal 
feeling among its members; to protect the rights 
and privileges of veterinarians, particularly those of 
the State of California; and to elevate the standards 
of the profession generally in scientific intercourse. 


ARTICLE 
Officers and Election 


Section 1. The elettive officers of this association 
shall be a president, first vice-president, second vice- 
president, third vice-president, treasurer, and one 
Executive Committee member. Each elective officer 
shall hold office for one year following his installa- 
tion at the annual meeting or until his successor 
has been installed. 

Section 2. There shall be an executive secretary 
employed by the Executive Committee or elected by 
the association. In either event, he shall have no 
voting power in the Executive Committee. 

Section 3. A delegate and an alternate to the 
House of Representatives of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association shall be elected in conformity 
with the provisions of the Constitution and By-laws 
of the American Veterinary Medical Association. 

Section 4. The elective officers and the immediate 
past president shall constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Section 5. The Board of Governors shall consist 
of the president, first vice-president, and immediate 
past president. 

Section 6. The elective officers shall be known as 
the corporate officials of the association and shall 
be charged with the duty of complying with the 
United States and California laws governing corpora- 
tions. 


ARTICLE 


The duties of officers, requisites of membership, 
times and places of meetings, and such other regu- 
lations as may be necessary for the government of 
this association shall be provided for in the By-laws. 


ARTICLE V 
Amendments 


All proposals for alteration the Constitution 
shall be presented in writing. Alterations proposed 
shall not be acted upon until referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee and presented anew by them to the 
association. No change in the Constitution shall be 
acted upon unless the members are notified of such 
changes in writing at least ten days previous to any 
action thereon. A two-thirds vote of members pres- 
ent shall required for such alteration.

ARTICLE 
Meetings 


Section 1..The annual meeting shall be held in 
June at such place as may be decided upon by the 
Executive Committee or by vote of the association.

Section Special meetings shall called the 
president, or in his absence by the first vice-presi- 
dent, upon written request of twenty-five members 
in good standing, specifying the particular object of 
such meeting. The president, if he deems it neces- 
sary, May Call special meetings. All members in good 
standing shall be given not less than three days’ 
notice all special meetings. 


ARTICLE 
Quorum 


Twenty-five members in good standing shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business of 
the association. 


ARTICLE III 
Order of Business

Special).

ARTICLE 
Duties the President 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the president to 
preside all meetings and preserve order and 
decorum. 

Section 2. The president shall appoint a sergeant- 
at-arms, committees as authorized in article XIII 
of the By-laws, and such other committees as may 
be necessary. 

Section 3. The president shall fill unexpired terms 
of any vacated, nonelective officers, treasurer, and 
elected Executive Committeeman. Such appointments 
must have the approval majority the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Section 4. The president shall be a member of 
the Executive Committee and Board of Governors 
with the same franchise as other members. 


ARTICLE 
Duties the First Vice-President 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the first vice- 
president perform the duties the president 
case of the latter’s absence or inability to serve or 
conduct the affairs of the association, except as pro- 
vided in section 3 of article IV.

He shall also be chairman of the Committee on 
Membership and American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation Affairs. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Duties of the Treasurer 


Section shall the duty the treasurer 
to put all moneys of the association into one fund 
to be appropriated for the payment of current ex- 
penses and for such other purposes the Executive 
Committee may direct. 

Section 2. All moneys shall be deposited in a bank 
of unquestionable responsibility in the name of the 
California State Veterinary Medical Association. 

Section shall the duty the treasurer 
to hold in safe keeping all bonds and other securi- 
ties the association. 

Section 4. The treasurer shall countersign all 
checks drawn upon vouchers which have been ap- 
proved and signed by at least two members of the 
Executive Committee. Such vouchers shall be seri- 
ally numbered and contain full details of the nature 
of expenditure. 

Section The treasurer shall bonded with 
reputable company in the amount of $5,000. The 
such bond shall paid the associa- 
tion. 

Section each annual meeting, such 
other times as may be authorized by the Executive 
Committee, the treasurer shall render, to the asso- 
ciation, a detailed, written report of his receipts and 
disbursements or, in his absence, submit a state- 
ment for presentation. 


ARTICLE 
Duties of the Executive Committee 


Section The Executive Committee shall meet 
prior to all meetings of the association and shall 
hold such other meetings as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct the business the associa- 
tion. shall the duty each committee mem- 
ber to be present at such meetings. 

Section 2. The president shall call special meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee whenever he may 
deem it necessary. 

Section Five members the Executive Com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 

Section 4. The Executive Committee shall select 
the date (in June) and place for the annual meet- 
ing of the association unless the date (in June) and 
place have been selected by the association.

(b) The Executive Committee shall have the power 
to authorize reclassification of members as to mem- 
bership status (as pertains to payment of dues). 
However, no change of classification shall be per- 
mitted until the end of the current year. Members 
reclassified shall notified the executive sec- 
retary of the Executive Committee action. 

Section The Executive Committee shall receive 
from the executive secretary, at their annual meet- 
ing, a proposed budget covering all anticipated ex- 
penditures of the association for the following fiscal 
year. It shall be the duty of the Executive Commit- 
tee to study, make such changes as are deemed 
necessary, and approve the budget in its final form. 

Section 7. (a) The Executive Committee shall have 
the power to hear and determine upon all com- 
plaints, filed before it in writing, relative to im- 
Proper conduct of any member of the association 
and shall, if it deems it advisable, summon the 
member so charged to appear before it to answer 
such written charges and make defense. 

(b) If the Committee after fair and impartial trial 
finds the defendant guilty of all or part of the 
Offenses as charged, said committee shall report to 
the association, regular session, summary its 
findings with its recommendations. No public report 
of such hearings shall be divulged by any member 
of the Executive Committee previous to its report 
recommendation the association regular 
session. 

(c) The membership of the defendant shall be 
declared void if two-thirds of the members present 
at a regular session vote for his dismissal from the 
association. Such vote shall be by ballot only. 

Section The Executive Committee shall pro- 
vide proper headquarters for the association. 

Section 9. (a) The Executive Committee shall be 
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vested with the authority to select, enter into con- 
tract, and employ the executive secretary. 

(b) The Executive Committee shall not enter into 
contract with executive secretary for period 
exceeding one year. 

(c) The Executive Committee shall vested with 
the authority discharge the executive secretary 
if a breach of contract on his part is determined. 

(d) The Executive Committee shall establish the 
salary and expenses the executive secretary. 

(e) The Executive Committee shall dictate the 
policy and duties of the executive secretary, except 
as otherwise provided in article XI. 

Section 10. The Executive Committee shall have 
complete charge of the property and financial affairs 
the association, including the management all 
its publications. 

Section 11. The Executive Committee shall have 
the accounts of all officers in charge of funds and 
property of the association audited by a qualified 
accountant annually or at such other times as it 
shall direct. The audit report shall be submitted to 
the association, at a regular session, after considera- 
tion the Executive Committee. 

Section 12. The Executive Committee shall report, 
at the annual meeting of the association, their ac- 
tions which shall also include the actions the 
Board of Governors. 


ARTICLE 
Duties of the Board of Governors 


The Board of Governors shall perform emergency 
duties of the Executive Committee when the latter 
is not in session, except as provided in section 6, 
section 7, and section 9 of article IX, and report 
their action to the Executive Committee for ap- 
proval. 


ARTICLE XI 
Duties of the Executive Secretary 


Section 1. The duties of the executive secretary 
shall such are delegated the Executive 
Committee or association, in regular session, and 
shall be such duties as are normally executed by 
such an office or as specifically provided for by the 
various provisions of this article (XI). 

Section 2. The executive secretary shall attend 
all meetings of the association and the Executive 
Committee and shall keep and present all minutes 
_f their respective proceedings. 

Section The executive secretary shall cus- 
todian of all records, books, papers, and other prop- 
the association except those delegated 
the treasurer and the first vice-president of the 
association. 

Section 4. The executive secretary shall submit a 
budget to the Executive Committee, during their 
annual meeting, for approval. 

(1) The budget shall for the following fiscal 
year. 

(2) Fiscal year shall be from the termination of 
one annual meeting to the termination of the next 
annual meeting. 

(3) The budget shall contain the following: rent- 
als; salaries of employees; printing, paper, and post- 
age for office and publications; traveling expenses; 
and other expenditures which are anticipated. 

Section 5. The executive secretary shall conduct 
official correspondence under the name of the asso- 
ciation. He shall, at least ten days in advance 
unless otherwise provided for in the By-laws, notify 
all members of meetings. He shall notify officers 
of their elections, committees of their appointments, 
and their duties as provided in the Constitution and 
By-laws and by the president. Such notices shall 
be in writing or in official publications of the asso- 
ciation. 

Section 6. The executive secretary shall, with the 
approval of the Executive Committee, arrange for 
necessary accommodations for holding annual con- 
ventions. 

Section The executive secretary shall provide 
for the registration of members and visitors at all 
meetings. 

Section 8. The executive secretary shall receive 
all funds paid to the association, promptly trans- 
fer such funds to the treasurer of the association 
and receive from the treasurer a receipt therefor. 
Disbursements shall be handled as provided in sec- 
tion 11 of this article (XI). 

Section 9. The executive secretary shall review 
and countersign all contracts, agreements, trans- 
fers, or other instruments to which the association 
is a party when so authorized by the association or 
Executive Committee. 
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Section 10. The executive secretary shall care- 
fully examine, approve or reject, by direction of the 
Executive Committee, all material intended as adver- 
tising otherwise any publication bulletin 
the association. He shall, with Executive Commit- 
tee’s approval, execute written contracts relating to 
advertising in a form so authorized by the Execu- 
tive Committee. 


Section 11. The executive secretary shall retain 
a sum approved by the Executive Committee as a 
petty cash fund. shall sign and issue checks 
drafts which shall be countersigned by the treas- 
urer, and only upon vouchers approved and signed 
by at least two members of the Executive Commit- 
tee. 


Section 12. The executive secretary shall employ 
and/or dispense with such assistants as may be 
ordered by the Executive Committee. The Executive 
Committee shall outline the scope and duties of such 
special employees acting under the direction of the 
executive secretary. 


Section 13. The executive secretary shall give 
bond in such sum as may be fixed by the Executive 
Committee. The premium on such bond shall be 
paid by the association. 


Section 14. The executive secretary shall, at an- 
nual meetings or as otherwise requested by the 
Executive Committee, render a report of his activi- 
ties and the state of the association funds in his 
hands. This report shall be submitted to the Execu- 
tive Committee for examination prior to the busi- 
ness meeting of the association. 


ARTICLE XII 
Duties of the Sergeant at Arms 


The sergeant at arms shall admit only members 
in good standing or others properly vouched for by 
the Executive Committee to all business sessions of 
the association and such other sessions as the Execu- 
tive Committee may direct. 


ARTICLE XIII 
Standing Committees 


Section addition the Executive Commit- 
tee, there shall be three standing committees of 
the association. 


Section 2. Committee on Program—This commit- 
tee shall be composed of five members. The second 
vice-president shall be the chairman. The remain- 
ing four members shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent. 


Section 3. Committee on Legislation—This com- 
mittee shall be composed of five members and shall 
be appointed by the president of the association 
biennially in odd numbered years. 


Section 4. Committee on Membership and Amer- 
ican Veterinary Medical Association Affairs—This 
committee shall be composed of five members. The 
third vice-president shall be the chairman. The 
remaining four members shall be appointed by the 
president. Such appointments shall be representa- 
tive of the different sections of the State. 


ARTICLE XIV 
Duties of Standing Committees 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Program to arrange for the presentation of papers, 
lectures, and demonstrations at the annual meet- 
ing. It shall also be the duty of this committee to 
cooperate with other agencies in arranging pro- 
grams for the annual veterinary conference. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Committee 
on Legislation to propose and secure such new legis- 
lation as the association directs and to defend the 
Practice Act when changes which are detrimental to 
the veterinary profession or livestock owners are 
desired from outside sources. 

Section 3. (a) It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mittee on Membership and American Veterinary 
Medical Association Affairs to work with the Amer- 
ican Veterinary Medical Association and the resi- 
dent state secretary and to report on matters of 
interest to the association. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Membership and American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation Affairs to work with the executive secretary 
and assist him in obtaining new members and 
reinstatement of lapsed members. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the Committee on Mem- 
bership and American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion Affairs cooperate with the American Vet- 
erinary Medical Association on all matters pertain- 
ing to ethics. 


ARTICLE 
Candidates for Membership 


Section (a) Applicants must good moral 
character and possess reputable professional stand- 
ards. 

(b) Applicants must graduates college 
veterinary medicine which has been approved by 
the American Veterinary Medical Association. 

Section 2. All applications for membership shall 
be submitted on a form approved by the Executive 
Committee and provided by the association. Appli- 
cants shall duly vouched for two members 
in good standing. 

Section 3. All applications for membership must 
be presented or mailed to the executive secretary for 
filing. shall the duty the executive secre- 
tary publish the names such applicants 
the official publication the association or, the 
absence of such a publication, he shall send a 
letter to each member in good standing in the 
association setting forth the name or names of the 
applicant or applicants proposed for membership. 
If no written objections are received by the execu- 
tive secretary within thirty days after notification, 
as provided above, the applicant or applicants shall 
automatically become members of the association. 
If an objection to any applicant is received in writ- 
ing by the executive secretary, the application shall 
then be referred to the Executive Committee at 
the next regular or adjourned meeting of the associ- 
ation for consideration and recommendation to the 
association at the regular or adjourned meeting.

Proposals 
for honorary membership must made writing 
by members of the association, giving the qualifica- 
tions of the candidate, and shall be referred to the 
Executive Committee for consideration and recom- 
mendation before they can voted upon the 
association. A two-thirds vote by ballot of the mem- 
bers present shall be required for election to honor- 
ary membership. 

(b) Honorary members shall be exempt from all 
dues and have the rights and privileges of active 
members except the right te vote and hold office. 

Section 7. Only members who have paid current 
dues or are in arrears in dues not more than five 
months shall have the right to vote and be entitled 
to all the rights and privileges of the association. 

ARTICLE XVII

Whole blood has 
been used because more convenient 
give transfusion practice than obtain 
the serum plasma. These seem give 
some immunity but not protect mares 
already infected. Repeated doses are advis- 
able for susceptible mares until parturition. 

Vaccine made from livers positive fetuses 
has more recently been advised Dimock. 
has not claimed immediate success with 
its use, but suggests using with the con- 
valescent serum. Dr. Cameron the 
University California Davis, who diag- 
nosed the recent cases California, made 
liver vaccine which was used, and some 
cases convalescent serum was available.

Failure recognize early pregnancy may 
prove very embarrassing.

The veterinarian who work with dairy 
cows must learn diagnose most pregnancies 
from twenty-five forty days, very read- 
ily, and should possible judge the date 
service within five days. The best way 
learn start sixty seventy-five days 
and work down. 

open cow that fails show heat may 
have pyometra. usually appears after par- 
turition and before service, but may also occur 
after service. such cases suspect tri- 
chomoniasis. 

Other reasons for absence heat are mal- 
nutrition, old age, and the presence 
mummy. 

The best treatment for pyometra present 
seems stilbestrol, and one dose 
mg. should enough. For cows with mum- 
mified fetus, mg. stilbestrol should 
remove the mummy from the uterus, although 
may not discharge from the vagina. 
simple matter remove from the 
cervix vagina and safer than overdosing 
with stilbestrol. 

not for routine use stilbestrol 
any and all reproductive disorders. There 
cheap, but until understand its action 
not only the reproductive organs but

the entire body, and particularly the glands, 
should cautious. 

Some cows apparently ovulate without vis- 
ible heat. These can spotted, examined 
frequently, finding corpus luteum first 
one ovary and then the other; ovulation 
must have occurred. Interrupting the 
dislodging the corpus luteum leads 
noticeable heat period, when the 
bred. Stilbestrol may produce recogniz- 
able heat, but too often without ovulation. 

Pregnancy can also cause irregular inter- 
vals between heat periods. Some cows only 
show one heat during pregnancy, but others 
come heat regular intervals. 

Cystic ovaries cause intervals shorter than 
normal, perhaps two weeks, and heat may 
last three four days. The shorter the in- 
terval, the longer the heat, and the more 
serious the condition. Rupture cysts often 
results conception. 

have cows that apparently con- 
ceive and later resorb the fetus, suggesting 
trichomoniasis. Here the regular monthly 
check may provide information. this group 
will find the breeding history reasonably 
normal point, and from there the 
heat periods are thirty hundred days apart. 
it’s six nine weeks, there may have been 
unobserved heat, and the herd history will 
help. 

The time examine cows for trichomonads 
depends circumstances. From nine 
twelve days after exposure probably best. 
After that time, the infection has probably 
moved into the uterus and not much will 
found the vagina, except periodically, about 
eighteen days after heat. 

Cows that are low vigor, old, restless, 
have not had time rebuild their systems 
between calvings, may show irregular heat 
periods without other organic evidence 
trouble. this case, build them up. 

The cow that shows regular periods more 
likely respond than those the other two 
groups. Such cases are common two-year- 
old heifers that have not been properly 
nourished and thus have failed reach matu- 
rity. When these mature, they will ready 
for reproduction. 

Also this class are animals with abnor- 
mal organs, ovarian adhesions, cervicitis, 
vaginitis, combination. Occasional ani- 
mals apparently ovulate too early or, more 
often, too late the cycle permit viable 
egg and sperm come together. 

One other condition, which not likely tor 
recognized until slaughter, the denuded 
horn.
